ANY of you know that the Southern Pacific 

\ / has an application before the Interstate 

Commerce Commission for “Fourth Section” 

relief. It is important that all of us should understand 

what “Fourth Section” relief means and why the 
application was filed. 

‘The Panama Canal was opened in 1914. From that 
time on, a very large proportion of the heavy, non- 
perishable freight has moved by water between the 
Atlantic and Pacific seaboards. 

Railroads are not permitted to have any ownership 
in vessels operating through the canal. They are not 
permitted to meet the rates that are made by water 
through the canal unless they are willing to apply 
them to all intermediate points. 

There is a provision in the Interstate Commerce 
act, commonly referred to as the “Fourth Section” 
under which the Interstate Commerce Commission 
can, if it deems it wise, permit the railroads to meet 
such competition through the establishment of neces- 
sary rates without their application to intermediate 
points. 

The railroads with their plants and equipment are 
ina position to handle additional traffic between Atlan- 
tic and Pacific as a by-product in the manufacture of 
transportation. At the present time the traffic is 
unequally balanced in the western territory; the 
eastbound movement—perishable freight largely— 
eing much larger than the westbound. The rail- 
roads cannot afford to establish to all intermediate 
points the rate level necessary to meet the water 
competition. If permitted

rents, damages, injury payments, etc,; 3.2 cents to de- 
preciation of equipment; 6.6 cents to taxes with 7.4 
cents available for improvements, grade separations, new 
stations, increased terminal facilities, signals and other 
betterments. The amount available for dividends 
and interest from the new dollar we hope to secure 
through handling a larger volume of ‘traffic..will, of 
course, be smaller relatively than these figures show. 


The public along our lines, our own employes and 
all their neighbors who are directly or indirectly 
benefited by their employment; people who sell us 
supplies and who are benefited by ‘increased railroad 
activities, have a direct and a very large interest in 
our application for Fourth Section relief, the granting 
of which would give our transcontinental railroad 
more traffic. 


We are not fighting the steamship companies 
operating through the canal. We believe they should 
earn more net than they are now doing, which as we 
see it can be accomplished only by stable rates on a 
reasonable basis which will give them remunerative 
earnings. There are certain classes of trafic which 
normally can best be served by rail; others by water. 
This division is modified by points of ‘origin and 
destination, whether along the coast or inland. The 
low net earnings to steamship companies from far 
inland traffic taking much space cannot be remunera- 
tive with cost of transfers and the ‘like considered.

would be better served.

to put in a lower rate

Better to Prevent Fires Than Fight Them 


Campaign of Prevention Has Been Vital Factor in 
Safeguarding Timber Country and Railroad Property 


N all the world there is nothing 

more terrifying than the cry of 

“Fire.” The clang of bells, the 
wail of siren, and the hoarse cries of 
an excited crowd send a frightened 
chill down the hearer’s spine such as 
ito other alarm can equal. The 
thought of fire carries with it a sinis- 
ter threat of property destruction, 
personal injury and loss of life that 
fills one with consternation. 

Adequate protection against the 
menace of this monster of destruction 
is one of the first considerations of 
any organized community, and the 
United States, through its Forest 
Service, safeguards its timber against 
destruction by. fire by every known 
means of prevention. 

The Southern Pacific, Pacifie Sys- 
tem, extending over 9000 miles 
‘through densely settled communities, 
small villages, desert country, moun- 
tain ranges, dense forests and much 
unsettled country, has a fire preven- 
tion and control problem of immense 
magnitude, with many unusual fea- 
tures not encountered by the average 
fire-fighting organization. The Com- 
pany’s fire department operates in 
seven states, protecting millions of 
dears’ worth of property, and yet, in 
spite of the unusual obstacles under 
which it at times must work, and the 
vast area of heavily forested country 
through :which ‘the road operates, its 
fire loss ‘per mile-is less’ than-one-half. 
of: the ‘average ‘loss “per ‘mile of :all 
the..steam railroads «in the - United 
States, ° eet . . 


While its ‘organization ‘is: equipped: 


to the importance of, as far as possi- 
ble, making fire impossible. Through 
the constant exercising of prevention 
methods over the entire line,.the an- 
cient adage that “An ounce of pre- 
vention is worth a pound of cure,” 
has been reversed, as in the handling 
of fires it has been proven that a 
pound of prevention has made only an 
ounce of cure necessary in the large 
majority of cases. 

In the Sierra Nevada, Cascade and 
Tillamook mountains the railroad 
runs through mile after mile of 
densely wooded country. During the 
summer months there is little, if any, 
rainfall, and the underbrush dries up 
and becomes like tinder, presenting a 
hazard that is extremely acute, and 
requiring constant vigilance to pre- 
vent fire. In the state of California 
alone, despite the most careful pre- 
caution, there are about two thousand

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forest fires each year, which burn 
over more than 500,000 acres, causing 
timber destruction and property dam- 
age amounting to over a million 
dollars, 

There are but two causes for these 
fires—lightning and man. By far the 
greater number of these fires are 
started by human agency, very often ~ 
due to carelessness and acts of ignor- 
ance. As it is estimated that eighty 
per cent of these forest fires are di- 
rectly attributable to human agen- 
cies, and are preventable, it is ap- 
parent that no effort can be too great 
to bring to the minds of the general 
publie the impertance of care in han- 
dling fire. Carelessly throwing lighted 
matches and burning tobacco from 
cars is a common cause of fire, as 
they frequently fall into masses of 
dry grass, smoulder for a time and 
finally break into flame, which spreads 
to forests, grain fields and pastures. 

As well as safeguarding its own 
property, the Company, through a 
sincere desire to minimize these for- 
est fires, is constantly cooperating 
with the Forest Service. To this end, 
signs are posted in all trains, request- 
ing patrons and employes to assist in 
protecting and preserving the forests 
by not throwing burning cigars, 
cigarettes or matches from trains. 

Doing its own part in prevention 
work, the Company has equipped all 
locomotives operating through terri- 
tory subject to fire hazard with de- 
vices for preventing the escape of 
sparks from the smokestacks, Fire 
guards six feet wide, are plowed at 
the edge of the right of way, and the 


-vemainder of the right of way is 


cleared of.dry grass or.brush’ by 
burning at the approach of summer. 
On the heavy mountain grades where 


hard application of brakes is neces- 


sary, sparks are at times created by 


the friction. ‘While it is seldom that 
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these friction sparks cause any dam- 
age, at the same time they are 
closely watched. During the summer, 
when forest and field are dry, and 
undergrowth furnishes an extreme 
fire risk, precautions are intensified. 

A motor car, equipped with emer- 
geney apparatus, follows closely be- 
hind each train in the forest country. 
This car is operated by one man, who 
carries on his back a pack tank filled 
with water, with a small hose at- 
tached. He carefully inspects the 
right of way, and any small flame 
that might have been caused by the 
passing train, or by burning articles 
thrown therefrom, is immediately ex~ 
tinguished, 

In the Sierra Nevada there are at 
this time about twenty-three miles of 
snow sheds, which it is necessary to 
maintain in order that traflic may 
move during the winter where a snow- 
fall of sixty-five feet has been 
recorded in a single winter. These 
snow sheds are constructed of wood, 
and, during the dry summer months, 
constitute one of the Company’s 
greatest fire hazards. 

Fire Trains 

To protect these sheds, specially de- 
signed fire fighting equipment is 
maintained, Four fire trains are 
kept in readiness for instant action, 
one at Truckee, one at Norden, one at 
Cisco and one at Emigrant Gap. The 
locomotives of these trains are 
equipped with duplex pumps with a 
capacity of 300 gallons per minute. 
To each locomotive is attached two 
water cars, with a capacity of 12,500 
gallons, The trains are also equipped 
with 1000 feet of 2%-inch standard 
first hose, 12 brush hooks, 12 axes, 6 
shovels, 2 cross-cut saws, 6 lanterns, 
1 portable telephone, 2 chemical ex- 
tinguishers and 2 fire ladders. There 
are two moveable nozzles attached to 
the front of each locomotive, making 
it possible to throw four streams of 
water at once, and to throw water 
from either the front or rear end of 
the train. 

These trains are kept constantly 
under steam during the summer 
months, and only require from two to 
five minutes to get under way. There 
are no speed restrictions for a fire 
train—keeping on the rails is the

The engines are equipped with sirens, 
which scream their warning as the 
trains dash forward to a fire, and all 
other traffic is sidetracked to make 
way for the fire trains. With four 
trains on the mountains, it is possible 
to send trains to a five from two dif- 
ferent. directions, thus fighting the

flames from both ends of the fire. It 
is the proud record of the fire trains 


that they have never yet had to back 
away from a fire. The fire losses in 


the sheds have been measured by the 
time required to get the fire trains to 
the scene. 

In addition to the specially equipped

consisting of an inspirator. and--100 
feet of 2-inch rubber-lined -hose, ‘so 
that each engine becomes a fire fight~ 
ing unit. This allows every train to 
combat any fire which it may “en- 
counter, particularly in an incipient 
stage. 

In the clearing of the right of way, 
section men use every precaution. 
Some of them are equipped with pack 
tanks with which to keep clearing fires 
from getting out of bounds, and to 
check forest, field and bridge fires en- 
countered. The pack is also used to 
wet the sacks with which they fight 
fire. 

Lookout on Red Mountain 

At Red Mountain, the highest peak 
in the Sierra Nevada, a lookout is 
located for the protection of snow 
sheds and forest. In the clear air of 
this altitude, a pair of good eyes and 
constant watchfulness are all that is 
necessary during normal daylight con- 
ditions, but at night, or at any time 
when a clear view of the surrounding 
country is impossible, high-power 
binoculars and a transit telescope 
mounted on a fixed pier in the center 
of a bay window gives verticle and 
horizontal angel and location on an 
etched map. So closely has the etched 
map been scaled that it is possible for 
the indicator attached to the telescope 
to reveal within an extremely small 

range the location of a fire, and also 
whether it is in a snow shed or in the 
forest, and, if in the forest, on which 
side of the shed it is located. The 
lookout is connected with Norden 
station by telephone, over which the 
watchman reports every half hour, 
day and night. 

In addition to the lookout, track- 
men patrol the sheds every hour. The 
sheds are equipped with an electric 
fire alarm system, ringing into a cen- 
tral office, so that, between the look- 
out, the patrol and the electric alarms, 
a fire seldom gains much headway 
before it is discovered. . 

To further insure against fire in 
the wooded country, the Company has 
provided fifty water tank cars on steel 
underframes, especially equipped for 
emergency use. These cars are dis- 
tributed at the most strategic locations 
on spur tracks, being first out and 


der constant observation from this vantage point’and a small blaze’is quickly 
detected. ‘The Icokout has telephone connection with the. fire ‘train stations... 
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thus quickly accessible. The cars are 
tested once a week to insure that they 
are always in good working condi- 
dition. Piping is arranged’ on the 
cars for a locomotive to furnish steam 
for the operation of a Worthington 
Duplex Pump with a capacity of 300 
gallons per minute. Each car is 
equipped with 500 feet or more of 
24-inch standard fire hose and all 
tools necessary to make complete fire 
fighting equipment. 
Protecting Bay Property 

Second in importance only to the 
forests and snow sheds, is the fire 
hazard of the Company’s properties 
around San Francisco Bay, the train 
terminal at Oakland Pier and Ala- 
meda Mole, freight- and passenger 
slips, West Oakland shops and the 
Company’s ferryboats, All of these 
properties can be reached by water, 
and a fire tug, the Ajax, has been 
provided for their protection, being 
kept on a 24-hour service. The boat 
is 103 feet in length, has 750 devel-~ 
oped horse power and a speed of 10 
to 11 knots per hour. It is equipped 
with pumps that will deliver 2400 
gallons of water per minute at 150 
pounds pressure. In case of mishap 
to ferryboats, the Ajax is always 
available to tow them to safety. 

The shops on all of the Company’s 
thirteen divisions are fully equipped 
with fire fightmg apparatus, and the 
employes are drilled regularly in its 
operation. Fire companies, ranging 
in number from one to six, are or- 
ganized at each division point. Fire 
drills are held once a week. To make 
them the more effective, these drilis 
are always surprise calls, so that the 
men never know when an alarm is 
sounded whether it is a real fire or a 
drill. 

At large shop terminals, electrically 
operated fire alarm systems, con- 
nected with central stations, and also 
with the city fire department, have 
been installed. 

Water Supply 

At many locations on the Pacific 
System the water supply for fire pro- 
tection has been increased, the most 
important points being Los Angeles 
and West Oakland, where large values 
are represented at both terminals in 
buildings, store stock, lumber and 
ties. Each new water system has 
been provided with two 1500 gallons 
per minute pumps, one steam driven, 
the other operated by electricity, 1o- 
cated in concrete buildings ‘and used 
for fire protection only. “These pumps 
take .suction from a reservoir of 
250,000 - gallons. capacity, -and -‘dis- 
charge into a network. of pipe. lines 
ranging ‘in size ‘from 4 to 12 inches, 
Fire -hydrants have: been located at 
all ‘important -points, where our ‘own 
forces, as well as ‘the city fire depart- 
ment, “may | attach “hose. for- fire 
protection. 

These new ‘pumps are automatic in 
operation. Opening a hydrant. and 
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Daylight Is “Dressed 
in Pearl Gray” 


LREADY the fastest train in the 
West, the Daylight took its 
place as the most distinctive and 
finest train of its kind in the country, 
when, on April 18, it blossomed forth 
in a new spring dress of pearl gray 
paint. In adopting this color for all 
coaches of the train, from locomotive 
to observation car, the Company has 
established an innovation in the ex- 
terior appearance of its passenger 
equipment. Never before has one of 
the Company’s trains been painted in 
any other than a standard color. 

Coincident with the introduction 
of the pearl gray color scheme, new 
and improved equipment was added to 
the famous 12-hour San Francisco- 
Los Angeles flier, Included in its 
makeup from now on will be the 
latest type club car with a separate 
lounge and smoking compartment for 
women. This new car is matched in 
comfort by the bucket seat coaches, 
reserved seat cars and the observa- 
tion ear. Both dining and lunch cars 
are carried on the train. 

The Daylight Limited was originally 
placed in service as a weekly feature 
in 1922, going on a daily run in 1923, 
Since then it has grown in popularity, 
not only with Pacific Coast travelers, 
but with tourists from all parts of the 
world, 


allowing the water pressure on the 
pipe lines to drop 10 to 20 pounds, 
will cause one of the large 1500 g.p.m. 
pumps to go to work. The new water 
system at Los Angeles cost $83,000, 
and at West Oakland the cost was 
$75,000. At Sacramento the fire pump 
equipment has been reinforced with 
one 1500 g.p.m, electrie-driven pump. 
The water is taken from two 80-inch 
city water pipes, 

The water supply at these large 
terminals is practically inexhaustable. 
The reservoir at Los Angeles is sup- 
plied with water from wells and also 
with city water. At West Oakland 
the reservoir is replenished with 
water from the bay. The Sacramento 
water is from the Sacramento and 
American rivers, 

In addition “to water protection af- 
forded by pumps, water barrels and 
buckets have been placed at every 
point where there is the remotest pos- 
sibility of fire occurring. Fire ex- 
tinguishers, ranging ‘in capacity from 
2% to 40 gatlons, have been placed 
throughout buildings and yards, in 
outfit and baggage cars, and in all 
other places where it is deemed ex- 
pedient .to place such protection. 
Sand barrels and -scoops or’ shovels 
are placed near oil columns, . tracks 
where locomotives stand, and through 
roundhouses and other places where 
oil might create a fire hazard. 

Along the line, in territories where 
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long and high trestles are in use, 
water has been piped onto the trestle 
and hose provided to reduce the fire 
risk. Locomotives serving these dis- 
tricts are equipped with water sprin- 
klers, which the engineer opens be- 
fore going onto the trestle. By this 
means the deck of the trestle is wet 
down, reducing to a minimum the 
danger of fire from hot bits of metal 
from brake shoes er sparks from the 
firebox, 
Break Matches in Two 

The Company has taken every pre- 
caution that human ingenuity could 
conceive to provide prevention of fire, 
and to combat it if it does develop. 
In the last analysis, the prevention 
of fire in forest and field is squarely 
up to the traveling public and the 
employes. The number of forest fires 
started by lightning is negligible. 
The balance, or about eighty per cent, 
are due to human agency, by far the 
greater proportion of which are 
started by burning matches and cigars 
carelessly thrown away. We must 
educate others as well as ourselves to 
break matches in two and see that 
cigarettes and cigars are out before 
throwing them away. 

Fire prevention is not so much a 
matter of preparation against fire as 
of eternal vigilance, once preparation 
is made. After all, the greatest 
hazards at times lie in the smallest 
things. Lunch papers east carelessly 
aside, balls of greasy waste thrown 
into corners, fusees and torpedoes a)- 
lowed to lie around, instead of being 
kept in metal cases—these apparently 
trifling things may be the cause of a 
serious conflagration. Keep the 
premises clean and absolutely clear, 
whether it be a large shop, a caboose, 
a station building, or other property, 
and you will have removed 90 per 
cent of the fire hazard. And again, 
and again, and again—it cannot be 
repeated too often — break your 
matches and see that cigars and 
cigarettes are OUT before they are 
discarded. 

Dogs “Guiding” Blind Persons 

Permitted in Passenger Cars 


The Company’s hitherto inviolable 
rule that dogs on passenger trains 
would be handled only in baggage 
cars has recently been amended to 
provide for one exception. This ex- 
ception permits dogs accompanying 
blind persons and acting as “eyes” 
and guides for them, to be taken into 
any of the Company’s trains carrying 
coaches; in club cars of Pullman 
trains; on the upper deck of ferry 
steamers, and on electric trains. 

Blind persons who depend upon 
dogs to lead them, will be given 
special permits allowing the dogs ac- 


cess to passenger cars,

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Steady Employment Dependson Volume 
of Traffic Railroad Handles

HE “Wife of an Employe of the 

S. P. Railway” (in the trangpor- 

tation department, evidently) 
writes me of the difficulty our train- 
men have now—“out of employment 
or fighting the extra board trying to 
get a day’s work”—and suggesting 
that if each man would work six days 
a weck instead of seven, then the 
men without work would be given 
work and “we could all be happy.” 

Perhaps the greatest and most dif- 
ficult problem of all is to provide em- 
ployment at all times for men willing 
and able to work. It is not yet solved, 
It is engaging the earnest and con- 
stant attention of thoughtful men all 
over the world. . 

Our employes engaged in train serv- 
iee are paid on a basis that includes 
both mileage and time as factors. 
Those who have by long and faithful 
service established rights to employ- 
ment, naturally wish to have those 
rights respected; this in turn limits 
necessarily the opportunity for work 
for those on the extra lists. These 
rights in train service are established 
by agreement. 

The train service is immediately 
responsive in freight traffic to the 
volume of business; less business, 
fewer trains and less employment. 
This is true also of passenger service 
in that long declines in revenues, or 
steady increases, result in cutting 
down or increasing the service re- 
sponsively. 

There is no way out of this. Let us 
examine what became of each dollar 
in earnings taken in in 1929 from our 
railroad operations:

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It will thus be seen that substan- 
tially all the money that is earned 
from railway operations is spent di- 
rectly along the lines of the Com- 
pany. The stockholders get less than 
Te out of each dollar earned, Quite 
obviously, we must depend upon 
volume of business to give employ- 
ment and to take care of other ex- 
penses in keeping the railroad going. 

The new extensions such as from 
Klamath Falls to Alturas have been 
paid for out of borrowed money. 

There are two important factors in 
increasing the number of dollars. We 
are all deeply interested in doing that. 
Gur records show that the payrolls 
increase in proportion just as fast— 
and over a period of years faster— 
than the money we receive in 
earnings. 

The first factor is increasing the volume 
of business—getting more freight traf- 
fic and for our longest hauls; inducing 
more passengers to ride on our trains. 
‘This is the business of all of us. Our 
service, if of the best, helps most of 
all—if not the best, drives business to 
other railroads or to the highways or 
water routes; or indeed may reduce 
the total volume of business. If a 
shipper sends a carload of tomatoes 
to the East and it is delayed and 
misses a good market so he loses 
money, he is not encouraged to try 
again. 

The steady solicitation of all our 
forces, intelligently done with study

highly important. “Unless our-patrons 
are reasonably prosperous: we cannot 
expect their industries to give’ us the 
volume of business’ we should have, 
and often we canbe of great help to 
them in ways having nothing to do 
with freight rates, 

The second factor is maintaining our 
rates and yet hald and encourage business. 

That situation is a serious one. ‘It 
is being met by our traffic department 
and commerce bureaus with well in- 
formed energy. Also, when we save 
in use of materiais, whatever they 
may be, we also make more money 
available for payrolls and other uses. 

At present our earnings are being 
materially reduced by a business ye- 
cession, Other conditions are less 
favorable also in some instances, Our 
citrus crop in California is less than 
that of last year; 66,000 cars against 
90,000 cars, but the crop prospects 
for summer and fall products are 
good, and, as for the business reces- 
sion, always heretofore in reasonable 
time the United States has “come 
back” and it will do so again,

Serve Employes-at all Points on Pacific Lines 


OR 8 number of -years ‘past the 
Pioneetice of preventative medicine 

has been receiving constantly in- 
creasing ‘attention from the medical 
profession. To have your doctor‘keep 
you well, rather than to seek ‘his serv- 
ices. to restore you to health, is the 
watchword. Insurance companies are 
now continually keeping before their 
clients the advice to “visit your doc- 
tor once @ year,” and are frequently 


issuing for free distribution booklets 


containing valuable information on 
the preservation of heaith. 

The human body is subject to many 
physical ailments, which, if taken in 
hand by a physician at their incep- 
tion, may be speedily checked and the 
patient quickly restored to health; 
while, if their ravages are allowed to 
continue without attention, the results 
may often be serious for the patient, 
if not, at times, fatal. Many of these 
morbid conditions do not manifest 
themselves to the person afflicted 
until they are well developed, though 
they would be quickly discovered by 
a physician while in an incipient 
stage, and in many cases much suffer- 
ing, mental anguish and loss of earn- 
ing power saved the patient. 

Health Check-up 

Following. this principle, and put- 
ting into practice the old adage that 
“a stitch in time saves nine,” the 
Hospital Department has recently had 
built an educational medical car, 
known as the “Employes’ Better 
Health Car,” the first of its kind te 
be constructed. This car, which was 
built in our own shops under the 
supervision of Dr. W. B. Coffey, chief 
surgeon, will be kept constantly in 
service between Portland, Ogden and 
El Paso.

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Just Commissioned Will 


The purpose of the 
car is not to’ treat the 
sick, but to instruct the 
well how to keep so. 
No medicines are car 
ried on the car, and no 
prescriptions are issued 
by the physician in at- 
tendance, The car will 
be moved from point to 
point.along the line, re- 
maining at each place 
long enough to give 
medical advice to any 
employes who request 
it. Examination of em- 
ployes is not obliga- 
tory, but any employe 
who desires it may 
have a complete physi- 
eal examination and 4 
report as to his condition, so that, 
if there is any abnormal condition 
revealed by the examination which 
should have attention, the employe 
can arrange for treatment in the 
regular manner. Thus, abscessed 
teeth, bad tonsils, or others conditions 
which are liable to cause trouble, are 
located and the patient warned to 
have the condition remedied in time 
to prevent serious consequences re- 
sulting therefrom. 

The car is provided with a large 
examination room, which can be con- 
verted into a lecture room, or used 
for the showing of motion pictures. 
There is a room for the making of 
X-ray photographs, and. a laboratory 
for developing the films, and for the 
making of various tests. A kitchen 
and dining room for the occupants is 
provided, with rooms for the physi- 
cian and technician, and sleeping ac- 
commodations for the cook porter, all 
of whom will be on the car con- 
stantly. 

Complete Examination 

It will be possible to give an em- 
ploye a complete physical examina- 
tion, including all laboratory tests, 
such as blood, urine, sputum, ete., and 
the making of X-ray negatives when 
necessary. : 

Thus, at small settlements along 
the line, where the services of a local 
physician are not readily available, 
the better health car will serve as a 
check on the health of the employes 
located there, and enable them to 
keep fit.. Further, in such localities, 
should, for instance, the water sup- 
ply, the milk supply, or other food- 
stuffs, be -subject to question as to 
their purity, employes may have them 
examined .on the car, again safe- 
guarding their ‘health ‘from the con- 
sequences ‘of. possible -contamination 
-from:these ‘sources, J 

It is expected to place a moving 
picture machine on the car, by the aid 
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An X-tay instrament » part of the reguiar equipment of the car, 


of which much valuable information 
may be conveyed to the Company’s 
personnel on various matters pertain- 
ing to the health, such as nutrition, 
first aid, care of teeth, the prepara- 
tion of food, ete. 

The unique feature of the car is the 
X-ray apparatus, which is the first 
portable machine of its kind to prove 
completely successful in field work. 
In the operation of portable K-ray 
instruments in the past, considerable 
difficulty has been encountered in 
securing the proper electrical current, 
which must, of necessity be generated 
on the car. The better health car is 
equipped with a Kohler automatic 
gasoline moter, to which a generator 
is directly connected, with an output 
of 120-220 watts and 30 miliamperes. 
This equipment provides current for 
a five-inch spark, which is the size 
spark required by the machine on the 
car, and repeated tests have demon- 
strated that the machine operates in 
a completely satisfactory manner. 
The normal spark on regular hospital 
equipment is ten inches. The only 
difference in efficiency of the two ma- 
chines is that the smaller one in use 
on the car requires a slightly longer 
exposure of the film, ranging from 
two to ten times, depending upon the 
portion of the body to be photo- 
graphed, 

The car was formally commissioned 
on April 19, at which time President 
Paul Shoup presented it te Dr. Coffey 
and his staff.

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E, M. B. A. 50th Birthday 
Is Observed 


HE fiftieth anniversary of the 

Employe’s Mutual Benefit Asso- 
ciation was observed at the annual 
meeting of its members in San Fran- 
cisco on May 5. 


The association, which now has a 
membership of 8242, paid $89,000 in 
death claims during its fiscal year 
ending May 1, 19380. It has a cash 
balance in the Southern Pacific treas- 
ury of $1,159,841.58. Its 12 per cent 
ratio of operating expense to gross 
receipts is execeedingly lew, due 
largely to the fact that it has no ex- 
penses of investment, losses from in- 
vestment, ov salaried directors and 
executives. The ratio of cash on 
hand to insurance outstanding is well 
above all recognized American insur- 
ance standards. So an actual survey 
establishes. 

Director P, W. Gates, lately retired 
from the freight traffic department; 
Wm. C. Fitch, manager of perisha- 
able freight traffic; and W. A. West- 
ington, general industrial agent, were 
re-elected. M. Peterzon, assistant 
auditor of disbursements, was re- 
elected to fill the unexpired termn of 
Director E. Hickman. The hold-over 
directors ave: C. H. Weston, auditor 
of Pacific Fruit Express Company; 
B. D. Myers, district freight agent at 
San Francisco; A. S. MeKelligon, gen- 
eral storekeeper; and H. G. Watrous, 
of the engineering department. 

The directors re-elected Henley C. 
Booth, of the legal department as 
president, P. W. Gates as vice-presi- 
dent, and Miss’ Julia Mott as seere- 
tary, There have been but three 
presidents during the fifty years of 
the Company’s existence. E. B, Ryan 
and W. F. Ingram, both deceased, and 
H. C. Booth. 

The association does not compete 
with the group insurance plan of the 
Company. Its directors feel that the 
two should go hand in hand and that 
an employe who carries both of those 
insurances cannot be financially bur- 
dened or over-insured. 

Eligibility for insurance is graded 
by ages, with a maximum age of 45 
and a maximum ameunt of $8,000, the 
membership dues running from $1 to 
$2 per thousand per month depend- 
ing on age at the date of application. 
Members do not forfeit their insur- 
ance by leaving the service of the 
Company, but may continue to carry 
it at the original rate. There can be 
no assessments or increased dues 
after a certificate of membership is 
issued,

James N. Harrison Answers

AMES N. HARRISON, for many 

years with the passenger traffic de- 
partment, died May 4, at his home in 
San Francisco, of a heart attack.

Telegrapher’s Invention Reveals 
Old Safe and Valuable Relics 


A novel experience recently oc- 
curred to C. H. Preston, telegrapher 
on the Stockton Division, who is-the 
inventor of.a device for locating metal 
underground, which, while not yet 
perfected, will operate to a distance 
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of 8 feet under ground and 40 feet 
under water. 

In response to a request, he went 
to the Tom Meyers ranch, 22 miles 
north of Nevada City, Calif., where, 
according to rumor, some gold ore 
was buried in the gold rush days. 

While no gold was discovered, the 
instrument indicated the presence of 
metal under ground, and, upon dig- 
ging down about five feet, an old iron 
safe was uncovered, which, when 
opened, proved to cointain many old 
relics and papers recording details of 
early history and customs in Cali- 
fornia. The oldest document in the 
safe was dated October 26, 1852, and 
the most recent 1898, 

Among the documents were a letter 
ordering the Bell Telephone Co. to 
install the first telephone line in that 
region; a map of Stockton dated 1870, 
which showed the population of the 
entire San Joaquin Valley to be 
24,000; a copy of the San Francisco 
Mining & Scientifie Press of October 
8, 1870, telling of the survey for the 
Oregon & California and Central Pa- 
cific railways; 2 memorial to the 
California Legislature threatening 
bloodshed over water rights, and two 
Central Pacific shipping receipts, 
dated 1875 and 1885.
